Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  in  1968.  Due  to  the  ever-rising  costs  of  printing,  the  report  is 
now  presented  in  duplicated  form,  but  the  general  arrangement  is  as  in 
previous  years,  with  modifications  as  necessary  to  text  and  tables,, 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase  and  the 
estimated  mid  year  population  of  22,660  is  an  increase  of  140  on  the  1967 
estimate,  and  of  2,841  on  the  1961  census,,  There  was  a slight  reduction 
in  total  births  (484),  giving  a crude  birth  rate  of  21.4  and  an  adjusted 
rate  of  20 . 3 to  compare  with  a National  rate  of  16.9  There  was  an 
increase  in  total  deaths  (26l),  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  11 0 5 and  an 
adjusted  rate  of  13.7  to  compare  with  a National  rate  of  11  . 9 The  total 
of  10  infant  deaths  is  also  rather  higher  than  in  1967*  'with  the  infant 
mortality  rate  rising  to  21 „0  (National  rate  l8„0)  However,  as  indicated 
in  previous  reports,  one  must  exercise  great  caution  in  interpreting  such 
variations  in  statistical  rates  in  a comparatively  small  population,, 

With  the  adoption  of  the  eighth  revision  of  the  International 
Classification  of  Disease  by  the  Registrar  General  during  the  year,  causes 
of  Death  have  been  regrouped  and  it  is  not  practicable  in  a limited  space 
to  show  accurate  comparison  with  groups  as  recorded  in  recent  years.  As  is 
later  recorded,  there  was  also  a substantial  and  long  awaited  revision  of 
legislation  relating  to  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease.  While  total 
notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  rose  during  the  year  to  204,  "the  rise 
was  entirely  due  to  prevalence  of  Measles.  Save  for  Measles  and  the  now 
notifiable  Infective  Jaundice,  only  a few  other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
were  notified.  Limited  quantities  of  Measles  Vaccine  were  made  available 
from  May,  1968  and  supplies  improved  later  in  the  year.  Although  a fair 
number  of  children  have  been  given  Measles  Vaccine,  a number  of  technical 
difficulties  remain  in  the  production  of  this  material. 

Housing  clearance  in  the  District  proceeded  by  the  representation  of 
17  houses  in  3 clearance  areas  and  22  individual  unfit  houses.  A total  of 
51  new  houses  were  completed  in  the  District,  including  22  for  the  Local 
Authori ty.

The  Council  continued  to  make  progress  with  its  phased  programme  of 
Smoke  Control,  and  at  31st  December,  1968,  4200  premises  were  included  in 
seven  operative  Smoke  Control  Areas* 

During  the  year  the  new  sewer  through  Woodhouses  was  completed  and 
the  sewage  works  reconstructed * However,  most  of  the  work  of  connecting 
drains  to  the  sewer  and  conversion  of  Pail  Closets  remains  to  be  carried 
out,  and  there  is  still  the  problem  of  to  what  extent,  and  on  what  terms, 
piggery  effluent  can  be  accepted  into  the  sewer* 

Although  not  the  direct  responsibility  of  the  Pailsworth  Council, 
members  may  wish  to  be  advised  that  there  were  lengthy  negotiations  during 
the  year  on  possible  siting  of  a new  Health  Centre  to  replace  Firs  Hall 
Clinic  and  accommodate  those  General  Practitioners  who  wish  to  use  a centre* 
At  the  time  of  writing  provisional  agreement  has  been  reached  on  a site  in 
the  Council's  Central  Development  Area  to  the  West  of  the  Town  Hall, 

The  Council  authorised  continued  discussions  between  its  Officers, 
and  those  of  other  Authorities  on  future  Refuse  Disposal  arrangements* 

The  District  is  however  fortunate  in  having  foreseen  the  need  for  adequate 
tipping  space,  and  having  secured  enough  land  to  avoid  embarrassment  pending 
any  decision  regarding  regional  refuse  disposal* 

I must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Monks  and  other  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  staff  for 
their  continued  loyalty  and  support  during  the  year*  I must  especially 
record  my  thanks  to  Mr*  Walton,  who  retired  on  31st  December,  1968,  for 
his  ever  willing  assistance  and  sound  Counsel  in  any  matter  pertaining  to 
the  Health  Department*  Finally  I must  again  thank  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  assistance  in  compiling  this  report*

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  - GENERAL 


There  was  an  increase  in  total  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
in  the  District  during  the  year,  due  principally  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  notifications  of  Measles. 


INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

Following  this  disease  being  made  notifiable,  a total  of  15  cases 
were  notified  in  the  last  seven  months  of  the  year. 


ACUTE  PNEUMONIA  (Primary  and  Influenzal) 

Two  cases  were  notified.  This  disease  ceased  to  be  notifiable  on 
30th  September,  1968. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

No  case  occurred  in  the  district  for  the  Ninth  successive  year,  nor 
was  there  any  outbreak  in  surrounding  districts,  but,  with  the  virtual 
disappearance  of  poliomyelitis  as  an  endemic  disease,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  decline  in  public  interest  in  vaccination. 


SMALLPOX 

With  only  some  25$  of  infants  receiving  routine  primary  vaccination, 
community  resistance  to  this  disease  is  totally  inadequate. 


MENINGITIS  (ACUTE) 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 


MEASLES 

There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  incidence  of  measles  during 
the  year,  total  notifications  being  164  as  against  83  in  1967* 
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WHOOPING  COUGH 

During  the  year  4 cases  were  notified.  This  is  a noticeable  reduction 
and  as  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports,  this  disease  could  De  virtually 
eliminated  if  parents  secure  routine  immunisation  for  children  in  early 
infancy. 


DYSENTERY 


Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is,  however,  necessary 
to  emphasise  that,  because  of  the  mild  nature  of  many  cases,  these  may  not 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  via  General  Practit- 
ioners. The  disease,  although  seldom  dangerous,  has  a considerable  nuisance 
value,  especially  in  nurseries  and  infant  schools. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  although  food  poisoning 
organisms  were  isolated,  investigations  failed  to  connect  the  cases  with  any 
particular  food.

Regular  sessions  of  the  following  clinics  are  held  at  Firs  Hall, 
Oldham  Road,  Failsworth  (68l  1013),  as  follows :- 

Ante  and  Post-Natal:  Every  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2 p.m. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:  Every  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
afternoon  at  2 p.m. 

IMMUNISATION 


Ideally,  all  children  under  2 years  of  age  should  receive  immunisation 
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IMMUNISATION  ( Continued ) 

against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox, 
with  reinforcement  doses  at  recommended  intervals  B.C.G.  Vaccine  (against 
Tuberculosis)  is  recommended  to  older  children  ( lk!  to  15  years)  who  have 
no  acquired  resistance  to  Tuberculosis.  Limited  quantities  of  Measles 
Vaccine  were  also  made  available  from  May,  1968,  but  certain  difficulties 
have  been  found  in  the  manufacture  of  a satisfactory  vaccine. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  can  be  made  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic,  or 
with  General  Practitioners . 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  are  also  School  Medical  Officers  and  Clinics  are  held  at  Firs  Hall, 
as  follows :- 

Minor  Ailments:  Every  Monday  afternoon  at  2 p.m.  and  Thursday 
morning  at  10  a.m. 

Ophthalmic  and  Orthodontic  Clinics  attended  by  appointment  only. 

A School  Dental  Officer  is  in  attendance  each  morning.  Treatment 
is  by  appointment  only. 


CHILDREN °S  ACT 

The  Area  Children's  Office  for  this  District  is  at  Jowett's  Walk, 
Manchester  Road,  Ashton-Under-Lyne  (350  4338). 


DAY  NURSERIES 


There  are  two  day  nurseries,  one  of  37  place  accommodation  at 
Oldham  Road  and  one  of  50  place  accommodation  at  Totton  Road,  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  There  is  no  industrial  day 
nursery  now  open  in  the  District. 


AMBULANCE 


Ambulances  serving  the  District  are  based  at  Middleton,  Crompton  and 
Ashton  ambulance  stations,  and  are  under  Radio  Control  from  Whitefield 
Ambulance  Control  Centre  (766  6666).

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  is  primarily  intended  to  provide  assistance  in  the 
home  where  necessary  because  of  illness,  infirmity  or  advanced  age. 
Applications  for  the  services  of  a Home  Help  should  be  made  to  the  Divis- 
ional Medical  Officer. 


HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

Three  District  Nursing  Sisters,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Diggle,  17  Wood  Street, 
Middleton  Junction  (643  6893)*  Mrs.  E.  Hembrough,  2 Palin  Wood  Road, 
Seven-acres,  Delph  (Delph  8l6)  and  Mrs.  P.  A.  Mayrick,  Ballgrove  Cottage, 
Uppermill  (458  4924) » together  with  District  Nurses  (S.E.N.)  Mrs.  R. 
Lucas,  80  Thomas  Street,  Lees,  (624  5668)  and  Mrs.  J.  Metcalf,  153  Old 
Road,  Failsworth  (68l  2573)  are  routinely  employed  in  the  District.  A 
further  two  nurses  provide  relief  services  in  the  Division  generally,  and 
the  services  of  a Male  District  Charge  Nurse  are  available  if  required  in 
particular  cases. 


CONVALESCENCE 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  make  arrangements  for  certain 
categories  of  convalescent  patients  to  have  periods  at  convalescent 
homes  on  the  recommendation  of  the  general  practitioner. 


UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 


Provision  for  their  care  is  made  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
in  conjunction  with  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Organisations. 


WELFARE  SERVICE 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  now  provide  eight  homes  for  the 
elderly.  Six  are  situated  within  the  Division  and  two  in  the  Oldham 
County  Borough. 

The  51  place  home,  "Brierfields ' , in  Brierley  Avenue,  Failsworth, 
was  opened  in  March,  1965 « There  is  currently  a long  waiting  list  for 
admission  to  such  residential  accommodation. 

The  statutory  services  comprising  health  visitors,  district  nurses, 
home  helps  and  laundry  service,  co-operate  with  the  voluntary  bodies 
providing  meals-on-wheels,  etc.,  in  order  to  enable  old  people  to  continue 
living  in  their  own  homes. 
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BLIND  WELFARE 

Statutory  services  for  the  Blind  were  provided  in  the  District  by 
the  Manchester  and  Salford  Blind  Aid  Society  as  agents  for  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  until  31st  December,  1968.  Since  1st  January,  1969?  the 
services  have  been  provided  directly  by  the  County  Council. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  in  the  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital,  where  all  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred. 

X-ray  facilities  are  available  at  the  Clinic. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District,  Residents  of 
Failsworth  requiring  hospital  care  are  normally  admitted  to  Oldham  or 
Manchester  hospitals. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  hospital  care  are  now 
admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  and  the  work  done  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  during  1968. 

The  Council's  policy  of  continuing  with  the  great  health  measure  of 
Smoke  Control  is  now  generally  accepted  and  appreciated  by  the  general  public 
and  many  enquiries  are  being  received  regarding  the  extent  and  timing  of 
future  areas. 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year  although  at  times  this  was  made  difficult  due  to  labour  shortages  and 
the  increase  in  the  amount  of  discarded  bulky  refuse. 

The  facilities  offered  to  residents  of  Failsworth  to  deposit  unwanted 
refuse  on  the  Council's  tip  adjoining  Broadway  has  only  had  a limited  effect 
on  the  number  of  requests  for  removal  of  this  type  of  refuse  due  to  the  dif- 
ficulty of  transport  although,  unfortunately,  some  irresponsible  people  appear 
to  find  no  difficulty  in  finding  transport  to  dump  rubbish  on  vacant  plots  of 
land  throughout  the  District. 

The  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967  regarding  removal  of 
abandoned  motor  vehicles  came  into  force  in  July,  1968  and  the  Council's 
scheme  for  removal  of  old  motor  cars  has  worked  quite  satisfactorily.  Forty 
five  motor  vehicles  have  been  removed  and  disposed  of  at  a car  breaker's  yard 
by  arrangement  v/ith  the  owners  and  9 have  been  disposed  of  after  statutory 
action. 


The  whole  of  the  sewerage  system  was  treated  with  Fluoroacetamide  and 
the  repeated  poisoning  of  rats  with  this  substance  is  having  a definite  effect 
on  the  rat  population. 


Warfarin  is  still  effective  in  dealing  with  the  surface  infestations  by 
rats,  but  has  very  little  effect  on  mice.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER  SUPPLY 


All  dwellinghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from  water 
mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board  and 
Manchester  Corporation. 

Twenty- two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Water  Undertakings.  All  were  reported  to  be  satis- 
factory. 


Some  complaints  are  still  being  received  regarding  low  water  pressure 
due  to  silting  up  of  the  service  pipes  to  the  houses.  The  responsibility 
for  maintaining  these  pipes  is  the  owner's.  At  least  one  firm  of  plumbers 
is  successfully  coping  with  cleaning  of  water  pipes  by  chemical  means. 

This  system  reduced  the  labour  and  is  quite  inexpensive  as  compared  with 
the  old  method  of  cutting  the  pipes  and  rodding. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  River  Medlock  adjoins  the  Sewage  Works,  and  receives  the  sewage 
effluent.  It  flows  along  the  South-East  border  of  the  District.  On  the 
opposite  boundary  of  the  District  is  the  Moston  Brook,  which  flows  into 
the  River  Irk, 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord's  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock,  and 
another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

All  drains  are  examined  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  where  applicable. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most 
of  the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  and  are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains 
are  well  trapped  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  the  Council's  Sewage  Works  which  has  been  reconstructed.  The 
dry-weather  flow  of  sewage  exceeds  1, 7 50 , 000  gallons  per  day. 

The  new  sewer  in  Woodhouses  was  completed  during  the  year,  but  much 
of  the  work  of  connecting  the  drains  to  the  sewer  and  the  work  of  converting 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  (Continued) 

the  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  still  remained  to  be  carried  out. 

Lord's  Brook,  which  flows  through  Failsworth  and  joins  the  River 
Medlock,  is  seriously  polluted  before  entering  the  District,  but  it  is 
further  polluted,  however,  by  drainage  from  houses,  farms  and  piggeries 
on  the  West  side  of  Medlock  Road.  The  drainage  from  the  houses,  farms 
and  piggeries  on  the  East  side  of  Medlock  Road  finds  its  way  to  the  River 
Medlock.  The  pollution  from  the  houses  will  resolve  itself,  but  the 
pollution  from  the  farms  and  piggeries  will  still  be  a problem. 


FARMS  AND  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 


Although  at  times  the  smell  of  pigs  and  ooilmg  swill  is  noticeable, 
particularly  to  new  residents  in  Woodhouses,  the  farmers  appear  to  be 
endeavouring  to  keep  the  smell  within  reasonable  limits  and  the  standard 
of  the  premises  is  being  well  maintained.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


One  Blenheim  ll/l5  cu.  yd..,  two  Ramillies  20  cu.  yd.  and  one  Ramil- 
lies  25  cu.  yd.  compression  rear  loading  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  collectors 
are  employed  full-time  on  the  collection  of  refuse.  Two  additional  Karrier 
Bantams  are  used  as  spare  vehicles  for  emergencies  and  removal  of  larger 
type  refuse. 

A Karrier  Bantam  10/11  cu.  yd.  side  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  was  placed  on  order  for  delivery  in  1969° 

A special  once-weekly  collection  of  paper  salvage  is  made  from 
certain  shops  and  business  premises,  but  generally  trade  refuse  and  sal- 
vage are  collected  during  the  normal  course  of  the  house  refuse  collection 
service. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  is  25,  comprising  a foreman,  four 
drivers,  sixteen  ashbin  men,  two  tip  attendants,  one  rodent  operator  and 
one  paper  baler. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,551  premises  and  a regular 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday  periods. 

A special  free  collection  of  refuse  too  bulky  to  be  put  into  the 
dustbin  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years.  The  amount  of  discarded 
furniture  etc.  is  on  the  increase,  ranging  from  odd  pieces  to  the  complete 
contents  of  houses  and  995  special  collections  were  made  during  1968. 

The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April,  1949?  647  dust- 

bins were  provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low-lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary. 

A Bristol  Taurus  tractor  with  a forward  loading  bucket  is  used  to 
control  the  tip,  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  which  has  been  taken  out 
of  service  is  used  for  conveyance  of  covering  material  excavated  from  the 
old  portion  of  the  tip. 

One  hundred  and  forty  seven  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by  one 
of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  which  is  attached  a trailer  tank  for 
the  purpose. 

The  tank  is  emptied  in  the  Council  yard  into  a manhole  connected  to 
the  main  sewer. 
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13  tons  9 cwts.  2 qtrs.  of  Mixed  Waste  Paper  was  collected  during 
1968  and  realised  the  sum  of  £107  16s.  Od. 

A Karrier  Yorkshire  Diesel  engined  1000  gallons  capacity  combined 
gully  and  cesspit  emptier  is  used  for  the  regular  and  efficient  cleansing 
of  street  gullies.  Cesspools  are  emptied  on  requests. 

Street  Cleansing  is  carried  out  with  a Johnston  Suction  Sweeper 

supplemented  by  2 street  orderlies.
